JEFFERSON CITY. 


Doings in the Legislature Yesterday—The 
Gas Bill—Notes and Gossip.

JEFFERSON CiTy, March 22.—The prevalent 
idea that the House will not adjourn this week or 
next week either has caused both houses to relax 
the industry which characterized them on the 
first two days of the week. The Senate held a 
single session, and turned a large amount of rou- 
tine business through.

TERRIBLE GAS BILLS. 


The Complaint Made by a Hotel Man About 
an Eccentric Meter. 


People who pay gas bills know, as a general 
thing. what itis to deal with mysteries. J. D. 
Cosby, proprietor of the hotel on Twelfth and 
Poplar streets, however, seems to be somewhat 
nonplussed by the eccentricities of one of the gas- 
measuring meters in his establishment, and came 
to the Post-DisPATCH office this morning willing 


to give an auction oil-painting to anybody 
who could lift the veil and let some 
light in on the monthly increase of 


his gas bills. He has two meters, one registering 
the consumption of gas in the rooms occupied by 
2 other registering for what is consumed 
y ten burners distributed through the office, din- 
ing-room and house-front illuminations. It is the 
latter meter that seems to have gone wrong. 
don't Know how itis,” said Mr. Cosby. “but 
the bills keep getting higher and higher all the 
while, and Jam using no more gas now than I 
was this time last year. I have been 4 gas con- 
sumer for the past seven years, and until 
recently my experience led me to look for 
an increase of twenty per cent in the amount of 
the bill from June 20 to December 20, and a pro- 
portionate decrease after the latter date, just 
as the days are long or short. you know. In win- 
ter we light the gas about 5:30 a. m. and keep it 
lit unt ls a. m., then light again at 4 p. m. and 
keep it going until 8 Last October my bill for gas 
was $37 30; last December it was,$37 05. Now 
after December it should have began to decrease; 
instead of that it began to go up; for Jan- 
uary, 1883, it was $46 25: for February, $51 75; 
and for this month it is $55. I went to the office 
February 22 and complained. They examined the 
meter and said it was registering 5 per cent too 
fast, and they made a deduction of $6 65 from 
my bills for the preceding three months, but they 
have put the same meter in again.

A ROW IN THE PATCH, 


Roger N. Harty Threatens to Run Independ- 
ent for the Lower House. 


Mr. Roger N. Harty, defeated at the Democratic 
primaries Wednesday afternoon for the Twelfth 
Ward nommation for the House of Delegates, 
will announce himself to-morrow as an independ- 
snt candidate, and his friends expect that he will 
this evening receive the indorsement of the Re- 
publican delegates of that ward for 
ihe position.

The Acreage Fully Equal to Last Year’s--Re- 
ports From Missouri, Kansas, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Kentucky, Tennessee and Texas --The 
Stock of Corn.

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A knowledge of the present condition of the 
winter wheat crop, after it has passed through 
the winter months, is of great importance. To 
ascertain this thoroughly and to furnish a com- 
plete report, the Post-DisPaTcH addressed a cir- 


cular requesting this information to every county 


in Missouri and Kansas and to those counties in 
Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee aud Texas 


where winter wheat is largely grown. These cir- 
culars were sent to millers at the county seat or 
principal town of each of these counties, or if 
there were no millers at these places, the circular 
was directed to some responsible party. Thus it 
was hoped to obtain a obtain a fair and unpreju- 
diced report.
